China, and through ths local Oil representative. Bine* Stoeral Stilwell hsndled 
most polltieai problems hlaself, he was able to assign tore# of iile four poli- 
tical advisers to psychological warfare activities in India, Burma, and China. 
On* of these, to* japeaese expert, Mr. Jton li«*rson, gave almost his fall 
attention to anti-Japsnese propaganda program#. 


For a short i»rlod in 1944, * C.B.I, Theater perchologlcal warfare 
officer was appointed, along with a deputy, but toe office was abolished whto 
the toeater broke up.

Chin se-Anericwi ceop^rstion ea# carefully postponed till the end 
of the w«r, iince the Chinese piqrchological eerf&re facilities InTolred local 
political consideration# to which th# Onited States officlsl# (both nilltary 
and civilian) did n*t wish to becone a party. 

Fh# civilitn infornationsl program of the OH in India sad Cbinsi^ was 
successful} it operated under the esbassies. fhe nsjor nilltsry iisacticm was 
the preparation of leaflets, the atendards of other theaters, very few 
leaflets weri dropped, but in light of ^e difficulties and ahorteges which 
existed in China, a very cradltitble job was eff -cted,
